I, AARON NAUMBURG, of the City and State of 
New York, do hereby grant, assign and release to the 
Salmagundi Club of the City of New York, ten thou- 
sand ($10,000) dollars in the following securities: Ten 
(10) one thousand dollar ($1,000) 414 per cent. gold 
notes of the Fourth Liberty Loan, numbers 1123605-— 
1123611, 2300110, 2300111, 2300122, delivered here- 
with, to have and to hold upon the Trust herein pre- 
scribed. 

To hold the same as a separate fund to be known as 
the “Salmagundi Artists’ Fund” endowed by Mr. Aaron 
Naumburg, for the benefit of artists and to accept from 
time to time any additions thereto and to invest and 
reinvest the same. 

To apply the income thereof as herein stated under 
direction of a Committee consisting of the President, 
Vice-Presidents and all living ex-Presidents who are 
at the time members of the Salmagundi Club, three of 
said Committee to constitute a quorum, such Committee 
to have the custody of the securities and moneys consti- 
tuting the Trust Fund and to be authorized to make 
necessary disbursements for safekeeping thereof and the 
expenses of administration of the income thereof. 

Such Committee shall have power and authority to 
extend needed financial aid in its discretion to any 
artist for the purpose of professional advancement or 
in case of need. 
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SALMAGUNDI CLUB 


Such Committee shall appoint a Treasurer from 
among its membership who shall account and report to 
the Committee and, when requested, to the Executive 
Committee of the Salmagundi Club, but otherwise no 
information shall be extended as to the persons receiv- 
ing aid or the amount thereof. 

In case the Salmagundi Club shall cease to exist, the 
principal and any balances on hand are to be turned over 
to and become part of the benevolent funds of the 
Artists’ Fund or Artists’ Aid Society, or both, and to 
be known as the “Salmagundi Artists’ Fund,” or in case 
both of these societies shall cease to exist then the same 
shall go to the National Academy of Design of the City 
of New York or its successors for the same purpose, 
and to be known under the same name. 

The Trust hereby created may be revoked at any time 
upon the written consent of both parties.

Francis Murphy, George W. Maynard, J. Wells Champ- 
ney, Walter Clark, Henry P. Share, Sidney Osborne, 
Napoleon Sarony, George Inness, Jr., and Joseph Lau- 
ber, all citizens of the United States and the majority 
of whom are citizens of the State of New York, do 
hereby certify :—that we desire to form a Club for the 
purposes hereinafter mentioned, in pursuance of the 
provisions of an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York entitled “An Act for the incorporation of 
Societies or Clubs for certain lawful purposes,” passed 
May 12, 1875, and amendments thereto, and do hereby 
declare :-— 

First:—The Club is to be known by the name of 
“The Salmagundi Sketch Club”; 

Second:—The particular objects for which the Club 
is formed are the encouragement of originality as artists 
among the members, and the advancement of the in- 
terests of Art in Black and White;—and the place for 
conducting its business is to be in the City of New 
York; 

Third :—The number of Directors or Managers of said 
Club shall be Five, and the names of such Directors or 
Managers who are to manage the concerns of the Club 
for the first year are:—Joseph Hartley, William H. 
Shelton, Sidney Osborne, Napoleon Sarony, and Walter 
Clark;

ARTICLE II 


OFFICERS 
Election 


SEcTION 1. The Officers of the Club shall be a Presi- 
dent, a First and a Second Vice-President, a Cor- 
responding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, and a 
Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected at the 
Annual Meeting of the Club and shall assume office 
on the first day of May following. Any vacancy 
in office shall be filled for the remainder of the term 
by the Executive Committee. 


President 


Section 2. The President of the Club shall be an 
Artist Member as defined in Section 2 of Article III 
of the By-Laws. He shall preside at all meetings 
of the Club. In case of an equal division on any 
question he shall cast the deciding vote. At the 
regular meeting of the Club in May he shall give, 
in a written report, an account of the condition of 
the Club. He shall be ex officio Chairman of the 
Executive Committee and a member of all Commit- 
tees except the Jury of Award. 
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Jury of Award.—Within two weeks after he as- 
sumes office in May, the President shall appoint a 
Jury of Award of eight Artist Members as defined 
in Section 2 of Article III of the By-Laws, of which 
Jury the First Vice-President of the Club shall serve 
as Chairman ew officio. This Jury shall award such 
prizes as are offered in the Club’s exhibitions except 
prizes for which a different method of award may 
be prescribed by the donors or may be provided in 
special cases by the Executive Committee. No mem- 
ber of the Jury of Award shall be eligible for a prize 
awarded by it or be considered in the competition 
therefor. 

Vice-Presidents 


Section 3. The First Vice-President shall be an 
Artist Member as defined in Section 2 of Article III 
of the By-Laws, and the Second Vice-President shall 
be a Lay Member. The former shall discharge 
the duties of the President in his absence, and the 
latter in the absence of both the President and the 
First Vice-President. 

The First Vice-President shall be ex officio Chair- 
man of the Jury of Award as provided in Section 
2 of this Article. 


Corresponding Secretary 


Section 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall re- 
ceive and answer all communications, notify mem- 
bers of their election, and sign all notices issued by 


the Club. 
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Recording Secretary 


Section 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a 
faithful record of the proceedings of the Club and 


the roll of members. 


Treasurer 


Section 6. The Treasurer shall collect, hold, and, 
under the direction of the Executive Committee, dis- 
burse the funds of the Club except such funds as are 
placed in the custody of the Finance Committee by 
Section 12 of Article II of the By-Laws. At the 
regular meeting of the Club in May, and oftener 
if required, he shall furnish a printed report on 
the state of the funds. His accounts shall be au- 
dited at least once a year by certified public account- 
ants selected or approved by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


ARTICLE III 


CoMMITTEES 


Section 1. There shall be an Executive Committee, 
a Committee on Admissions, an Art Committee, a 
Committee of Curators, an Entertainment Commit- 
tee, a Finance Committee, a House Committee, and a 
Library Committee. Each of the said Committees 
except the Executive Committee shall have a Chair- 
man and a Vice-Chairman who shall discharge the 
duties of the Chairman in his absence; and except the 
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Vice-Chairman of the Finance Committee, which shall 
elect its own Vice-Chairman, these Chairmen and 
Vice-Chairmen shall be elected at the Annual Meeting 
of the Club, together with the other members of the 
several Committees. Committees shall assume office 
on the first day of May following their election, and 
except as provided in Section 12 of Article II of the 
By-Laws, any vacancy that occurs in any Commit- 
tee shall be filled for the remainder of the term by 
the Executive Committee. 

All business of the Committees of the Club shall be' 
done through their respective Chairmen, and the 
Chairman of each of these Committees shall pre- 
sent at the regular meeting of the Club in May a 
written report of the work of his Committee. 


Executive Committee 


SEecTIon 2. The Executive Committee shall be com- 
posed of the President, the First and Second Vice- 
Presidents, the Treasurer, the Corresponding and 
Recording Secretaries, and the Chairmen of the sev- 
eral Committees mentioned in Section 1 of this 
Article. A majority of the Executive Committee 
shall always be drawn from the Artist Membership. 
The Executive Committee shall be e# officio the di- 
rectors and managers of the Club. They shall have 
general charge of its affairs, funds, and property, 
and any sum greater than fifty dollars shall be ex- 
pended only by their direction. They may remit 
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the dues of any member for such cause and for such 
time as they may deem proper. 


ARTICLE IV 


Excess oF Artist MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The resident Artist Membership shall 
always exceed in number by twenty-five the resident 
Lay Membership. When the excess of the resident 
Artist Membership over the resident Lay Member- 
ship falls below this number, no resident lay mem- 
bers shall be elected or reinstated until the resident 
Artist Membership again reaches this majority. 


ARTICLE V 


AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. This Constitution may be amended by 
a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting 
at any regular meeting, but the quorum necessary 
for that purpose shall be forty resident members, 
and no proposed amendment shall be acted upon 
unless it shall have been offered at a previous meeting 
and posted for at least one month. 
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ARTICLE I 


MEETINGS 
Annual Meeting 


Section 1. The Annual Meeting of the Club for 
the election of Officers, Directors, and Committees 
and for the transaction of other business shall be 
held on the first Friday in March at 8:30 p.m. The 
quorum necessary for this meeting shall be forty 
resident members. 


Section 2. Nominating Committee —At the regu- 
lar meeting of the Club in January a Nominating 
Committee of seven members shall be elected. Indi- 
vidual members may be nominated for this Commit- 
tee by resolution offered and seconded on the floor 
of the meeting, and the names of members so nomi- 
nated shall be conspicuously displayed before and 
during the election. Each member present shall 
receive a ballot on which he shall write the names 
of the seven members for whom he desires to vote, 
whether nominated as above provided or not, and 
no votes shall be counted except those recorded on 
the ballots provided by the Club for this purpose. 
The seven eligible members receiving the seven larg- 
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est votes shall constitute the Nominating Commit- 
tee, and the member receiving the highest number 
of votes shall act as Chairman of the Committee. 
No member of the Executive Committee shall be 
eligible to serve on the Nominating Committee. 


Section 3. Nomination and Election of Officers 
and Committees.—Before the first Friday in Febru- 
ary the Nominating Committee shall post a list of 
the members selected by them to be voted on as Offi- 
cers and Committees at the Annual Meeting. Inde- 
pendent nominations for any or all places may be 
made by petition signed by at least ten members and 
delivered to the Recording Secretary for posting at 
least ten days in advance of the date of the Annual 
Meeting. The nominations of the Nominating 
Committee and any independent nominations so 
made shall be printed on the ballot provided by the 
Club for use in the election. A majority of the 
votes cast for each office shall be necessary to elect. 
The election shall not be valid if less than forty 
ballots are cast, and in that case the Annual Meet- 
ing shall be adjourned for two weeks and a notice 
of the adjourned election shall be sent to all resident 
members. 


Monthly Meetings 


Section 4, A regular meeting of the Club for the 
election of members and the transaction of other 
business shall be held at 8:30 p.m. on the first Fri- 
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day of each month except July, August and Sep- 
tember; except that when a legal holiday falls upon 
the first Friday of a month in which a regular meet- 
ing is to be held, the meeting for that month shall 
be held on the second Friday. 


Section 5. Order of Business —The order of busi- 
ness at regular meetings shall be: Reading the min- 
utes, election of members, reports of Committees, 
general business. 


Special Meetings 


Section 6. Special meetings may be called by 
the President, and a special meeting shall be called 
by the Corresponding Secretary at the written re- 
quest of not less than ten members. 


Quorum 


Section 7. Twenty-five resident members of the 
Club shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
_ of business at any meeting except as otherwise pro- 
vided in Section 1 of this Article, Article V of the 
Constitution, and Section 13 of Article II and Arti- 
cle VI of these By-Laws. 


Rules 


Section 8. The rules and orders of Robert’s Rules 
of Order shall govern the conduct of meetings when 
they are applicable and not inconsistent with these 


By-Laws. 
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ARTICLE II 


CoMMITTEES 
Committee on Admissions 


Section 1. ‘The Committee on Admissions shall 
consist of ten members, of whom the Correspond- 
ing Secretary shall be one, and three-fifths of its 
members shall be drawn from the Artist Member- 


ship. 


Section 2. Recommendation of Candidates.—No 
person shall be admitted to membership in the Club 
unless the Committee on Admissions shall recom- 
mend him for election after he has been proposed by 


some member not belonging to that Committee and 
seconded by two other members. The Committee on 
Admissions shall receive and consider all communi- 
cations in reference to candidates for membership 
and make a careful examination into their qualifica- 
tions. No candidate who receives more than one 
negative vote in the Committee shall be recom- 
mended for election, and no candidate for resident 
membership shall be recommended unless and until 
he is personally known to at least two members of 
the Committee. The proceedings of the Committee 
shall be strictly confidential. 


Section 3. Letters from Proposer and Seconders.— 
The Committee on Admissions shall require letters 
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as to the qualifications of each candidate for mem- 
bership from his proposer and from both his sec- 
onders, and no candidate shall be considered by 
the Committee unless and until such letters are re- 
ceived. 


Section 4. Candidates for Membership Posted.— 
The name of each person proposed for admission to 
membership, with his residence and occupation, and 
the name of the member proposing him, and also the 
names of the two members seconding him, shall be 
handed to the Corresponding Secretary and be 
posted at least thirty days before the candidate is 
considered by the Committee on Admissions; and the 
name of each candidate recommended by the Com- 
mittee for election, with his residence and occupa- 
tion and the order and class of membership for 
which he is eligible, shall be posted for at least ten 
days before it is submitted to the ballot of the 
Club at a regular meeting. 


Section 5. Candidates for Artist Membership.— 
The Committee on Admissions shall submit the name 
of each candidate for Artist Membership to the Art 
Committee, who shall, if they consider it necessary, 
request that examples of the candidate’s work be 
submitted to them for examination; and the Com- 
mittee on Admissions shall not consider the candi- 
date until the Art Committee shall have passed upon 
his qualifications as an artist and, if they approve 
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his work, determined the class of Artist Membership 
to which he may be elected, as provided in Section 
2 of Article III of these By-Laws. 


Section 6. Entrance Fee.—Each candidate elected 
to resident membership shall pay an entrance fee, 
which shall be one hundred dollars for Lay Member- 
ship and fifty dollars for Artist Membership; and 
each candidate elected to non-resident membership 
shall pay an entrance fee of twenty-five dollars. 
Payment of the entrance fee shall be made within 
thirty days after the candidate is notified in writ- 
ing of his election, and in default thereof his elec- 
tion shall be void, except that the Executive Com- 
mittee may extend the time for payment for a fur- 
ther period of not more than three months. Any 
member who shall have been elected and have quali- 
fied as a non-resident member as provided in Section 
4 of Article III of these By-Laws and who shall 
thereafter come within the limits of resident mem- 
bership as defined in Section 3 of the same Article 
shall thereupon pay the additional entrance fee re- 
quired of resident members of the order to which he 
was elected, and thereafter the dues required of a 
resident member; and in default of payment of the 
additional entrance fee within thirty days after such 
member has been notified in writing of the change in 
his classification, he shall be subject to suspension 
from the privileges of membership, in the discretion 
of the Executive Committee. 
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All sums paid under this Section shall be placed in 
a Reserve Fund to be held, invested, and adminis- 
tered by the Finance Committee as provided in Sec- 
tion 13 of this Article. 


Section 7. Election of Members.—At every regular 
meeting of the Club, the Committee on Admissions 
shall submit upon a printed ballot the names of all 
candidates recommended by them for election that 
have been posted at least ten days as provided 
in Section 4 of this Article. The residence and oc- 
cupation of each candidate recommended and the 
order and class of membership for which he is eli- 
gible shall be specified on the ballot. No other 
form of ballot shall be used in the election of 
members. 


Section 8. Rejection of Candidates.—Negative © 
votes amounting to one-fifth of the number of bal- 
lots cast shall reject a candidate, but any candidate 
so rejected may be again proposed after the lapse 
of one year. 


Art Committee 


Section 9. The Art Committee shall consist of 
seven members, all of whom shall be drawn from 
the Artist Membership, and at least five of whom 
shall be Artist Members as defined in Section 2 of 
Article III of these By-Laws. The Art Committee 
shall determine the qualifications of each candidate 
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for Artist Membership and the class to which he 
may be elected, as provided in Section 5 of this 
| Article, and it shall have power in its discretion 
to determine when a member who has been elected 
: as an Associate Artist Member may be enrolled as an 
| Artist Member as provided in Section 2 of Article ITI 
of these By-Laws. It shall arrange and control 
such art exhibitions as may be approved by the 
Executive Committee and shall issue all notices and 
invitations in connection therewith. Subject to the 
provisions of Section 2 of Article III of these By- 
Laws, the decisions of the Art Committee regarding 
the admission and display of works of art offered 
for exhibition shall be final. No work accepted for 
exhibition may be removed from the Club’s galleries 
: without the written authority of the Art Committee 
or unless such removal be under their personal 
supervision. 





Committee of Curators 


Section 10. The Committee of Curators shall con- 
sist of three members, all of whom shall be drawn 
from the Artist Membership. It shall be charged, 
subject to the supervision of the Executive Com- 
mittee, with the custody and placement of the sculp- 
il tures, paintings, drawings, and other art property 
i of the Club and with the disbursement of any spe- 
t) cial funds created for the purpose of adding to the 
| Club’s art collections or for the furnishing and ' 
| decoration of the Clubhouse. 
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The Committee of Curators shall prepare and 
maintain an itemized inventory with appraised valua- 
tions of all the art property of the Club, and it shall 
submit this inventory to the Finance Committee 
whenever it is required and in any case at least once a 
year. None of the said art property shall be taken 
from the rooms of the Club or its arrangement 
therein altered except with the permission and under 
the supervision of the Committee of Curators. 


Entertamment Committee 


Section 11. The Entertainment Committee shall 
consist of six members. Subject to the supervision 
of the Executive Committee, and in coéperation 
with the Art and House Committees whenever the 
interests and duties of these Committees are in- 
volved, it shall have charge of all entertainments 
and receptions and shall issue all notices and invita- 
tions in connection therewith. 


Finance Committee 


Section 12. The Finance Committee shall consist 
of five members, none of whom, except the Chairman, 
may be a member of the Executive Committee. The 
term of office of the Chairman of the Committee 
shall be one year, and except as hereinafter pro- 
vided the term of office of each of the other members 
shall be two years. At the annual meeting of the 
Club next following the adoption of this Section, 
there shall be elected, besides the Chairman, four

members of the Finance Committee, two of whom 
shall be designated to hold office for one year and 
two for two years; at each Annual Meeting there- 
after there shall be elected, besides the Chairman, 
two members of the Committee to hold office for two 
years. When the place of a member elected to serve 
two years becomes vacant by any cause before the 
beginning of his second year of office, his place shall 
be filled by the election at a regular meeting of the 
Club of a substitute who shall serve for the re- 
mainder of the unexpired term. The Chairman of 
the Finance Committee shall be ex Officio a member 
of the Executive Committee, and the Finance 
Committee shall elect each year a Vice-Chairman 
who shall discharge the duties of the Chairman in 
his absence. The Recording Secretary of the Club 
shall act as Secretary of the Finance Committee. 
The Finance Committee shall have custody and 
administration of all securities owned by the Club, 
of all its trust funds except those for which other 
custody is prescribed by deed of gift, and of the 
Reserve Fund established by Section 13 of this Ar- 
ticle. It shall be authorized to make necessary dis- 
bursements for the safekeeping of the moneys and 
securities held by it and for the expenses of adminis- 
tration of the income thereof. It shall have full 
power and authority to dispose of any securities in its 
custody and to invest and reinvest the proceeds and 
the income thereof in securities that are legal invest- 
ments for savings banks in the State of New York. 
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It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to 
maintain adequate fire insurance on all the property 
belonging to the Club, and for this purpose itemized 
inventories with appraised valuations of the furni- 
ture and equipment, the art property, and the liter- 
ary property shall be prepared and maintained, re- 
spectively, by the House Committee, the Committce 
of Curators, and the Library Committee. 


SecTion 13. Reserve Fund.——The Reserve Fund 
shall consist of all sums received as entrance fees 
as provided in Section 6 of this Article and as pay- 
ments for life membership as provided in Section 
5 of Article III of these By-Laws; of the income 
of all securities owned by the Club and of all 
trust funds for the income of which no other use 
is prescribed by deed of gift; of the proceeds of the 
sale or redemption of all securities owned by the 
Club not belonging to trust funds for specific pur- 
poses; and of such other sums as may from time to 
time be placed in the Reserve Fund by resolution of 
the Executive Committee. The Finance Committee 
shall have full power and authority to receive all 
moneys and securities placed in the Reserve Fund 
and to invest and reinvest the same and the proceeds 
thereof in securities of the grade provided in Section 
12 of this Article. No funds shall be withdrawn 
from the Reserve Fund except by resolution adopted 
by the Executive Committee and approved at a regu- 
lar meeting of the Club upon the same notice and by 
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the same vote that are required for the amendment 
of these By-Laws. 


House Committee 


Section 14. The House Committee shall consist of 
five members. It shall be its duty, subject to the 
supervision of the Executive Committee, to manage 
the Club, to establish and enforce house rules, to 
appoint and dismiss all employees, to order pur- 
chases, to audit invoices, to regulate prices, to re- 
ceive and redress complaints, and to post members 
in arrears in the payment of dues and house accounts 
as provided in Sections 3 and 5 of Article IV of these 
By-Laws. It shall be responsible for the mainte- 
nance of good order in the Clubhouse and for the en- 
forcement of all rules relating to the conduct of mem- 
bers as provided in Article V of these By-Laws. The 
Chairman of the Committee shall have access at all 
times to the accounts of members, and shall have the 
privilege of examining the accounts of the Treasurer. 

The House Committee shall prepare and maintain 
an itemized inventory with appraised valuations of 
all the furniture and equipment of the Club not spe- 
cifically placed in the custody of other Committees 
by Sections 10 and 14 of this Article, and it shall 
submit this inventory to the Finance Committee 
whenever it is required and in any case at least once 
a year. None of the said furniture and equipment 
shall be taken from the rooms of the Club without 
permission of the House Committee. 
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Library Committee 


Section 15. The Library Committee shall consist 
of seven members. It shall be charged with the cus- 
tody of the books, unframed prints, manuscripts, 
and other literary effects of the Club, and with the 
provision of periodicals for the Club’s reading rooms. 
It shall direct the disbursement of all funds pro- 
vided for the maintenance of the library and reading 
rooms by appropriation from the general funds of 
the Club or raised by the Committee for this purpose 
by such methods as the Executive Committee may 
approve. 

The Library Committee shall prepare and main- 
tain an itemized inventory with appraised valuations 
of all the books, unframed prints, manuscripts, and 
other literary property of the Club, and it shall sub- 
mit this inventory to the Finance Committee when- 
ever it is required and in any case at least once a 
year. None of the said literary property shall be 
taken from the rooms of the Club without permis- 
sion of the Library Committee. 


Meetings of Committees 


Section 16. The Committees of the Club shall meet 
on the call of their respective Chairmen, but the Ad- 
missions, Art, and Entertainment Committees shall 
meet at least once in each month except June, J uly, 
and August, and the House Committee at least once 
in each month throughout the year. 
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Delinquent Members of Committees 


Section 17. Upon the report of the Chairman of 
any Committee that a member of his Committee has 
failed to attend three consecutive meetings, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee may remove the delinquent and 
appoint another member to serve in his place. 


ARTICLE II 


MeEMBERS 


Orders and Classes of Membership 


Section 1. The Artist Membership and the Lay 
Membership of the Club shall constitute two orders, 
within each of which there shall be four classes of 
membership, namely, Resident, Non-Resident, Life, 
and Honorary. 


Artist Membership 


Section 2. Artist Membership shall be of two 
classes, Artist Member and Associate Artist Member. 
Subject to the provisions of Sections 5 and 9 of 
Article II of these By-Laws, it shall be the duty of 
the Art Committee to certify each candidate for 
Artist Membership to the Committee on Admissions 
as eligible for admission to the class to which the 
quality of his work in the judgment of the Art Com- 
mittee entitles him, and he may be elected only to 
that class. Artist Members and Associate Artist 
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Members shall be separately enrolled on the Club’s 
records but shall not be separately designated in any 
list of members posted in the Clubhouse or published 
by the Club in its Yearbook or otherwise. The Art 
Committee may in its discretion, by a vote of five- 
sevenths of its members, determine that a member 
who has been elected as an Associate Artist Mem- 
ber shall thenceforth be enrolled as an Artist Mem- 
ber, or that a lay member who satisfies the Art Com- 
mittee that he possesses proper qualifications shall 
be enrolled as an Associate Artist or an Artist Mem- 
ber. All such changes of classification of members 
shall be reported by the Art Committee at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Club on the first Friday in April 
and posted for at least thirty days thereafter. 


Exhibitions and Exhibitors—Only the works of 
members who have been elected to Artist Membership 
or enrolled therein by certification of the Art Com- 
mittee shall be accepted for any of the art exhibi- 
tions of the Club. Each Artist Member shall have 
the right to be represented in any exhibition of the 
Club by at least one work, except that Artist Mem- 
bers the major part of whose work is in branches of 
the Fine Arts other than painting shall not have the 
right to be represented in exhibitions of paintings 
but may be granted the privilege by the Art Com- 
mittee. An Associate Artist Member may exhibit 
his work in any exhibition, but only with the ap- 
proval of the Art Committee. 
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Resident Members 


Section 3. Resident members shall be those resid- 
ing within a radius of thirty miles from the City 
Hall of New York for an aggregate period of three 
months or more in any Club year, excepting only 
active officers of the Regular Army and the Navy, 
who shall be classed as non-resident members. Any 
member having a place of business in New York 
City shall be classed as a resident member. A resi- 
dent member desiring transfer to non-resident mem- 
bership by reason of removal from the limits speci- 
fied shall make written application for such transfer 
to the Executive Committee. The resident member- 
ship shall be limited to six hundred. 


Non-Resident Members 


Section 4. Non-resident members shall be those re- 
siding and maintaining places of business outside the 
limits prescribed for resident membership in Section 
3 of this Article. A non-resident member who moves 
within the said limits shall thereupon automatically 
become a resident member and shall be required to 
pay thereafter the dues of a resident member; and if 
he shall not previously have qualified as a resident 
member by the payment of the entrance fee required 
of resident members of the order to which he was 
elected, he shall pay an additional entrance fee as 
provided in Section 6 of Article II of these By-Laws. 
Non-resident members shall not be eligible for elec-

tion to any office or Committee of the Club, shall have 
no vote in meetings of the Club, and shall possess no 
equity in the Club’s property. 


Life Members 


Section 5. Any member of at least one year’s 
standing may become a Life Member upon the pay- 
ment of five hundred dollars, provided his applica- 
tion for life membership be approved by the Com- 
mittee on Admissions after having been posted for at 
least thirty days. 

All sums paid under this Section shall be placed 
in a Reserve Fund to be held, invested, and adminis- 
tered by the Finance Committee as provided in Sec- 
tion 13 of Article II of these By-Laws. 


Honorary Members 


Section 6. Honorary membership may be con- 
ferred on any person for whom the Club wishes to 
express its respect. Each proposal for honorary 
membership must be made over the signature of at 
least five members, and it must be approved by unani- 
mous vote at a regular meeting of the Club after hav- 
ing been posted for at least thirty days. Honorary 
membership shall not involve the payment of dues. 
Honorary members shall not be eligible for election 
to any office or Committee of the Club, shall have 
no vote in meetings of the Club, and shall possess 
no equity in the Club’s property, except that hon- 
orary members who shall have been resident members 
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at the time of their election to honorary membership 
shall retain thereafter all the privileges of resident 
membership. 

Leave ay Absence 


Section 7. Any member desiring to be relieved 
from active membership because of absence from the 
continental limits of the United States for a period 
of at least one year may be granted leave of absence 
with remission of regular dues by the Executive Com- 
mittee upon written application stating the probable 
duration of his absence. During the period of such 
absence he shall report his address to the Club at 
least once a year, and he shall be subject to dues of 
five dollars a year until the time of his return. 

Resident members on leave of absence shall not be 
included within the limit of resident membership 
specified in Section 3 of this Article, or counted in 
regulating the excess of Artist Membership over Lay 
Membership prescribed in Article IV of the Con- 
stitution. 


ARTICLE IV 


Dues AND Priviteces oF MEMBERS 


Dues 


Section 1. The annual dues of resident members 
shall be forty dollars, payable quarterly in advance. 
The annual dues of non-resident members shall be 
fifteen dollars, payable semi-annually in advance. 
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Payment of Dues 


Section 2. The Club year shall commence on the 
first day of April. ‘The quarterly dues of resident 
members shall be payable in advance on April first, 
July first, October first, and January first. The semi- 
annual dues of non-resident members shall be payable 
in advance on April first and October first. A member 
elected or reinstated in any month other than those 
in which the quarterly or semi-annual dues of his class 
are payable shall pay dues for the current period 
proportionate to the remainder of the period. 


Section 3. Penalty for Non-Payment.—If the 
quarterly or semi-annual dues of a member be not 
paid within thirty days of the date on which they are 
due, the House Committee shall post the name of 
such delinquent member and the amount of his un- 
paid dues on the bulletin board of the Club; the 
House Committee shall notify the delinquent member 
in writing of such posting, with a warning that if his 
dues remain unpaid at the end of fifteen days from 
the date of such notice, the circumstances must be 
reported to the Executive Committee, who may in 
their discretion, suspend such delinquent member or 
drop him from membership. 


_ Payment of Indebtedness 


Section 4, Except as provided in Section 6 of this 
Article, indebtedness of members of the Club other 
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than for annual dues shall be payable on the first day 
of the month after it is contracted, on which day, 
or as soon thereafter as may be convenient, a bill 
therefor shall be rendered to the member. 


Section 5. Penalty for Non-Payment.—lf such in- 
debtedness be not paid on or before the fifteenth day 
of the same month, unless it shall amount to less than 
five dollars, with the dues of the member fully paid, 
the House Committee shall notify the delinquent 
member in writing that his name and the amount of 
his indebtedness shall be posted on the bulletin board 
of the Club if his indebtedness remains unpaid at the 
end of ten days from the date of such notice, and 
in the event of non-payment at the expiration of this 
period, such posting shall be made by the House 
Committee. Thereafter and until his indebtedness 
shall be paid in full, the House Committee may, in 
their discretion, refuse such delinquent member fur- 
ther credit or supplies, and the House Committee 
shall report the circumstances to the Executive 
Committee, who may, in their discretion, suspend the 
delinquent member or drop him from membership. 
Upon special application made in writing by any de- 
linquent member, showing good cause therefor, the 
Executive Committee may extend the time for pay- 
ment of his indebtedness upon such terms as may, 
in their discretion, be specified, and may instruct the 
House Committee meanwhile to omit the posting and 
to maintain the credit of such delinquent member. 
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Credit of Members 


Section 6. The Executive Committee shall have 
full power to withhold credit from any member at 
any time, and to extend the credit of any member at 
any time. Whenever the indebtedness of a member 
other than for dues reaches the sum of fifty dollars, 
the House Committee may send him a bill therefor 
accompanied by a demand for payment within five 
days of the date of such bill; and if it be not paid 
within this period, the House Committee may in their 
discretion suspend the credit of the member until the 
amount of his indebtedness shall be paid in full. 


Receipt and Deposit of Funds 


Section 7. All sums due the Club shall be paid at 
the office of the Club; and all sums received shall be 
deposited to the credit of the Salmagundi Club in 
such bank or trust company ‘as may be designated 
by the Executive Committee, subject to the order 
of the Treasurer. 


Resignation of Members 


Sxection 8. A member whose dues and other indebt- 
edness to the Club are fully paid may withdraw at 
any time, but he must present his resignation in writ- 
ing to the Corresponding Secretary before the ex- 
piration of the quarterly or semi-annual period for 
which his dues are paid, otherwise he shall be liable 
for dues for the succeeding period. Except as pro- 
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vided in Section 2 of Article III of the Constitution, 
the Executive Committee shall not accept the resig- 
nation of a member so long as any portion of his 
indebtedness to the Club remains unpaid, and no re- 
fund of dues shall be made by reason of the with- 
drawal of a member before the expiration of a quar- 
terly or semi-annual period. 


Reinstatement of Members 


Section 9. Members dropped or expelled from 
membership cannot be reinstated, but must be again 
proposed for membership and elected as provided in 
Sections 2 to 8 of Article II of these By-Laws; but 
a member who has resigned in good standing as pro- 
vided in Section 7 of this Article may be reinstated 
by the Executive Committee without payment of en- 
trance fee provided his application is approved by 
the Committee on Admissions after having been 
posted for not less than thirty days. 


Visitors 


Section 10. A member in good standing may ex- 
tend the privileges of the Club for one day to a per- 
son residing within thirty miles of the City Hall of 
New York, provided the member personally intro- 
duce such visitor and record his name and residence 
in a book which shall be maintained in a conspicuous 
place for that purpose. Such visitor shall not be 
again introduced by any member before the expira- 
tion of one month. 
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At the request of a member in good standing, any 
member of the Executive Committee may issue to a 
person not residing within thirty miles of the City 
Hall of New York a card of invitation entitling him 
to the privileges of the Club for two weeks, subject 
to renewal for a further period of two weeks in the 
discretion of the Executive Committee. The name 
and residence of such visitor shall be recorded in the 
visitors’ book, and shall also be posted in a conspicu- 
ous place, together with the name of the member 
introducing him and the date on which his card 
of invitation became effective. Such visitor shall 
not be again introduced by any member within three 
months of the expiration of the period of his invita- 
tion. 

A member who introduces a visitor in the Club 
shall be responsible for any indebtedness incurred 
by him. 

The Executive Committee may offer the privi- 
leges of the Club to any stranger of distinction, and 
may, for cause, cancel, revoke, or extend any invita- 
tion issued by themselves or by a member. 

A visitor shall not have the privilege of introduc- 
ing guests. 


Iast of Members 


Section 11. A complete list of the members of the 
Club shall be kept posted in a conspicuous place, and 
it shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to 
enter the names of new members on the said list im- 
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mediately after they qualify and to remove the names 
of members deceased or resigned or dropped from 
membership. In such posted list of members, and in 
any list published by the Club in its Yearbook or 
otherwise, the names of the Artist Membership shall 
be designated by a star. 


Members’ Exhibitions 


Section 12. A member or group of members who 
desire to hold a private exhibition of their art work 
in the galleries of the Club must obtain written per- 
mission therefor from the Art Committee upon such 
terms as may be specified by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


ARTICLE V 


DisctPLine 


Expulsion of Members 


Section 1. The Executive Committee may, by a 
two-thirds vote of all its members, after service of 
charges and notice of hearing as provided in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Article, and after affording the mem- 
ber an opportunity to be heard, expel any member 
charged with conduct of a character prejudicial to 
the good order, interests, welfare, or reputation of 
the Club, or suspend him for a specified period from 
the use of the privileges of the Club with or without 
remission of dues. 
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Charges against Members 


Section 2. All charges against members must be 
presented to the Executive Committee in writing by 
the House Committee, to whom all complaints must 
first be made, and a copy of such charges, with speci- 
fications, together with a notice of the time and place 
of the hearing of such charges, must be presented to 
the offending member by the House Committee at 
least two weeks before action is taken thereon by 
the Executive Committee. 


Appeals.—Upon written request of a person who 
has been expelled from membership after due notice 
and hearing of charges, accompanied by a demand 
signed by at least five members in good standing, the 
President shall call a special meeting of the Club to 
hear an appeal from the decision of the Executive 
Committee; and the action of the Executive Commit- 
tee may be modified or annulled by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present and voting at such 
meeting. 

Disorderly Conduct 


Section 38. All loud, boisterous, profane, or vulgar 
conversation and any conduct tending to disturb the 
peace or good order of the Club shall be deemed to 
come within the provisions of Section 1 of this Ar- 
ticle and shall subject the offending member to the 
penalties provided therein. Upon the complaint of 
any member of the Club or in their own discretion, 
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the House Committee may, after due consideration, 
send a copy of Sections 1 and 3 of this Article to any 
member whose conduct shall have come within the 
scope of its provisions. 


Gambling 


Section 4, Betting or gambling in the Clubhouse is 
strictly prohibited. 


ARTICLE VI 


AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. These By-Laws may be amended by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting at 
any regular meeting, but the quorum necessary for 
that purpose shall be forty resident members, and no 
proposed amendment shall be acted upon unless it 
shall have been offered at a previous meeting and 
posted for at least one month. 
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Membership 


Newly elected candidates are not entitled to the 
privileges of the Club until they have qualified by 
paying the entrance fee and dues. 

Reinstated members are not entitled to the privi- 


leges of the Club until they have paid the dues. 


Members in Arrears 


Members posted for arrears of either dues or house 
accounts may be denied further supplies, and no 
member who is suspended may be entertained in any 
manner in the Clubhouse by any other member. 


Hours 


The Clubhouse is open on week-days between the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 1 a.m.; on Sundays and holidays, 
between the hours of 9 a.m. and midnight. 

On week-days breakfast will be served between the 
hours of 8 and 9:30 a.m.; luncheon, between the 
hours of 12 m. and 2 p.m.; dinner, between the hours 
of 6 and 8 p.m. 


Service 


On account of the limited seating capacity of the 
dining room it is impossible to reserve tables. 
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Members wishing to keep their billiard cues under 
separate lock may do so upon payment of $1.00 per 
year. 

Minors 

The hospitality of the Club may not be extended to 

persons under 18 years of age. 


Gratuities and Tips 


No member or visitor shall be allowed to give any 
money or gratuity to any servant or employee of the 
Club. 

Library 

No book or paper may be removed from the library 
except by special arrangement with the Library 
Committee. 

Prwate Dinners 

Indebtedness for private dinners or luncheons must 

be paid promptly after presentation of bills. 


Gambling 
Betting or gambling in the Clubhouse is prohibited 
and no one not a member of the Club may engage in 
any game of cards. 
Complaints 
All complaints must be addressed to the House 
Committee in writing, but special criticism of serv- 
ice may be made to the Superintendent.
